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INSTRUCTIONS RELATIVE TO MAKING OF PLATS. 

Tlie foilowinfi suggeHtion^, forms and extracts from the laws governing 
the making and fljing of land plats are compiled for the information 
and benefit of snnevopa and other interested parties. Act No. 309, 
I^ws of 1887 (Sections 3372 and 3373 C. L. of 1897) as amended by act 
251 of the P. A. 1915, in effect August 24fh, 1315, and all plats recorded 
on or after that date must be in conformity therewith. 

1. In making the survey it is required that permanent monuments 
shall be located in the ground at all angles in the boundaries of the 
land platted, and at all the intersections of streets or streets and alleys 
as shown on the map or plat, and when there are permanent objects in 
the vicinity of such monuments the bearings and distances- of such ob- 
jects sliall be noted. The character and dimensions of the monuments 
and the bearings and distances of such witness points or objects shall 
be distinctly given in the most convenient manner on the plat. The 
exact position of the monuments should be indicated on the plat by a 
small circle "O" or cross "X" and such monuments must be of metal 
not less than one-half inch in diameter and fifteen inches in length, 

2. If the plat be of a town, city or village, the full name of such 
town, city or village must appear as the title or name of the plat; if the 
land platted be an addition to or a subdivision of a town, city or village 
already platted, then let the title of the plat iachide, with the name of 
such addition or subdivision, the name of the town, city or village, as the 
case may be. of which such platted land is a subdivision, or to which it 
is an addition. The name of the county in which the land platted is 
situated should appear under the title, 

3. The plat must be on a scale showing not more than two hundred 
feet to an inch, and on good muslin-hacked paper 18x24 inches in si?*; 
all ceptiflcates must be written or printed on the paper on which the 
plat is made, and on the same side of the sheet. 

4. The sections and parts of sections platted must he designated by 
lines with appropriate letters and flgnres. In case of a subdivision 
of lots or blocks of a previous survey, the outlines of the original or 
previous lots or blocks so subdivide<l must be designated by lines, which 
must he marked with appropriate letters and figures. This must be 
done in such a manner as to show, without reference to the written de- 
scription the starting point and the course and lentrth of each of the 
outlinps. Where any of the outlines are identical and coterminous with 
the lines of a previous survey or plat, it will be sufficient to give the 
designation of such ontlines as given in snch previous survey or plat. 

5. The land platted is to be fully described in writing or printing 
upon the paper on which the plat is drawn. This description must be 
eo complete that from it. without reference to the plat, the starting point 
can be determined and the outlines run. In connection with the descrip- 
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tion should be a Bhort and simple form of dedication, which must be ' 
Hi^ed by the proprietors and their wives, whose signatures must be 
witnessed, and whose execution of the_ dedication must be acknowledged 
as deeds conveying land are required to be witnessed and acknowledged. 

6. Tliere must be drawn upon the plat a plain designation of the 
cardinal points and a correct scale. 

7. Where all the lots in any block have the same dimensions, it shall 
be sufficient to mark the precise length and width upon one tier thereof, 
but all gores, triangles, or other lots, which are not' either squares or 
parallelograms, shall have the length of their sides defined by figures. 

8. The streets must be named or numbered and their course and width 
designated. All public grounds and alleys must be properly designated. 

0. The surveyor must certify that the plat is a correct one and that 
the monuments deBcril>ed in it have been platted as therein described. 

10. Detached parcels cannot be included in one plat, nor can more 
than one pint be made on one sheet. Pontiguous parcels owned by differ- 
ent parties may be embraced in one plat, alt joining in the execution 
and acknowledgment; it is not necessary to specify the particular parcels 
belonging to each. 

11. Before a plat shall he forwarded for approval, and before any 
copies are made therefrom there must he attached to or inscribed upon 
the original the County Treasurer's tax certificate required by law. 
Also a certificate of approval of the city or village council, or township 
board, as the location of land platted may require and the certificate of 
approval of a majority of the county board consisting of the Judge of 
Probate. County Clerk and County Treasurer, or by a majority of the 
Countv Board of Auditors in counties having such boards, as provided 
by Act No. 251 P. A. 1915. 

12. For the purpose of approval and recording, an exact copy is to be 
made from the original after certificates above referred to are inscribed 
thereon, and said original and copy forwarded to the Auditor General 
of the State for approval and rec(»rd, together with |4.00 fee required 
by the statute. When the original plat has been appnned by the Audi- 
tor General the same will be forwarded from the Auditor General's De- 
partment to the Register of Deeds of the Ccmnty in which the plat is 
located, for recording, together with fee required by statute, while the 
copy will be filed in the ofBce of the Auditor (3eneral. Should proprietor 
wish to retain a cooy, two copies of the original should be forwarded at 
the time of forwarding the original plat, one copy of which may he made 
on tracing linen, if so desired, which second copy will be returned to 
l»roprietor with proper certificate thereon. 

in. The fee of ?4.00 to accompany the original plat, as above re- 
quired, covers a fee of fl.OO to the Register of Deeds for recording, and a 
fee of 13.00 to the Auditor General for the benefit of the State. 

14. The foregoing is not intended to be a perfect manual containing 
all that is embodied in the law, but to call attention to points in, which 
plats are most likely to be defective. 

15. Every plat sent to the Auditor General, either for approval or for 
filing in his office, should be accompanied by the name and postoBBce ad- 
dress of the person sending it, to insure proper return. 

16. The law of 1887 as amended by Act 251 P. A. 1915. is appended

for convenient reference; it should be carefully studied and all its re- 
quirements observed. 

17, Observe the requirementfi of Section 135, General Tax Law of 
18&3, (Compiler's Section, 3957) which in hereto appended. 

18, In response to frequent requewts for forms of Acknowledgment, 
Dedication. Description and Surveyor's certificate to be observed in 
making plats, the following has been prepared. While they are short 
and simple, it is believed they meet the requirements of law. 

{The Attorney General advises tbat if the proprietor is a widower or 
bachelor the fact should be stated In the dedication to account for the 
absence of the signature of the wife.)

KUGGEKTIONe TO BE CLOSKLY OBHKRVBU. 



In order to insure the approval of your plat by this department you 
should carefnily observe the following instructions and saggestions: 

Title. 

No plat can l>e approved that includes a replat of a part or of the 
whole of a former plat and land not previoosly platted. In such eases, 
the previous plat or that portion included in the new plat must first be 
vacated. 

Title must contain (1), Name of plat; (2) Name of township, city op 
village; (3) Name of County and State; (4) If plat is a subdivision the 
parts subdivided must be named. 

Dedication. 

This must contain caption or name by which the plat is to be known. 

("apticMi must agree with the title of the plat. 

The term "'as proprietor" or "proprietors" should appear after the 
name, or names of the owners, in the dedication. 

It should be stated whether proprietor is married, a widower or 
bachelor, if married name of wife must appear. 

If dedication is made by a corporation, it should be signed by its 
president and secretary, and the regular corporation form should be 



used. The uij^ahire of proprietors must agree in every detail with their ■ 
itameR in the body of the dedioation. 

Lands owned by infants or other incompetent persons may be platted 
under the provisions of sections 11107-11116 compiled laws of 1897, In 
such cases certified copies of the orders of the court must accompany 
the plat. 

Signatures should be witnessed by two witnesses followed by seal. 

Do not use mbber stamp for signatures. 

Building restrictions, franchise rights, and the like, have no place in 
the dedication. It is held that no "reversions" can be reserved in streets 
and other parcels dedicated, to the public, even though an attempt is 
made to do so in the dedication. 

Acknowledgment. 

(1) Must be dated, {2) Barnes mast agree with Bignatures of pro- 
prietors, 

See forms of acknowledgments for private parties or corporations. 

Give date of expiration of notary public's commission. 

It is desirable that a trustee should state his authority; similarly for 
an attorney-in-fact. 

Surveyor's Certificate. 

Must state that the plat is a correct one, and must describe the mona- 
ments giving the kind, length and cross section, also their location. See 
usual form of surveyor's certificate. 

County Treasurer's Tax Certificate. 

(1) Should be dated, (2) Must show that all taxes have been paid five 
years prior to the date of the instrument, and that no titles or tax liens 
are held by the state or individuals; (S) And in cases where taxes are 
assessed and levied in any city not returned when delinqnent to the 
Auditor General a similar certificate as to city taxes from the City 
Treasurer, 

These certificates may be attached to the original plat but must be 
transcribed upon the copies. 

City Treasurer's Tax Certificate. 

This certificate is neeessarj- only when land platted is situated in the 
following cities: Detroit, Grand Rapids, Kalamazoo, Marshall and Battle 
Creek. 

Use the usual form for city treasurer's certificate. This may be at- 
tached to the original, but must be transcribed upon the copies. 

Certificate of Municipal Approval. 

Plat must be approved either by city council, village council, or town- 
ship board, as location of plat would require, and by county board or 
board of countv auditors. ^ 

The word "APPROVED" must be used. , ; GoOqIc 



A diagram should be shown indicating the numtter of feet to be used 
to the inch. 

A scale of not more than 200 feet to an inch is permissible. 

Cardinal Points. 
Poor cardinal pointe should be shown. 

Paper. 

The paper upon which the plat is drawn should be a good quality of 
muslin baclced plat paper, lSx24 inches exactly. 

Description. 

If the plat is original, the section or part, town and range should be 
given. 

If a subdivision, the previous lota and blocks subdivided, should be 
shown. 

All surveys should be described with a written description, giving the 
bearings and distance of each boundary line, noting with proper refer- 
ences, the place of beginning. 

Excepted parcels must be fully described. 

Drawing. 

The law requires that the plat be made by a competent person and 
with India ink. This implies a workmanlike execution of the plat in 
every detail. Freehand linear drawing should not be attempted, nor 
should other principles of good surveying and draftsmanship be offended. 

If a plat is in more than one municipal corporation and any lot is 
divided by the corporation line, then the dimensions of such lot in each 
municipality must be indicated on the drawing. 

Indicate the point of beginning on the drawing and give its proper 
reference. . 

All bearings and distances of boundary lines must be indicated. 

Drawing must agree with the written description. 

If plat is a replat or a subdivision of a previous plat old survey lines, 
old lot and block numbers should be shown in some other colored ink 
than black. 

All lots may be numbered either by progressive numbers, or If 
in blocks, progressively numbered in each block, and the blocks 
progressively numbered or lettered; except that lots and blocks in num- 
bered additions bearing the same name shall be consecutive throughout 
the several additions. 

The length of any boundary line must agree with the aggregate of lot 
and street dimensitms along that tine. 

The boundary must be a continuous line, dotted if desired where it 
crosses streets or alleys. 

Curved boundaries — cuned elements must be recorded on tfee drawing. 

A lot cannot be divided by road or another lot. C^iOOqIc 
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Excepted parcels must be marked aa "not included in this plat," and 
all dlmensioQS indicated in each. 

All alleys, public walks, drives, etc., must be designated as such and 
the widths of same indicated at their terminals. 

It ia well to add a note to the plat stating that "All dimensions are 
given in feet and decimals thereof." 

AH dimensions of irregular shaped lots must be indicated in each. 
All land within the boundaries of the plat must be accounted for either 
by, blocks, lots, out lots, parks, streets, alleys or excepted parcels.

vacated, recorded in such county, and the streets and alleys 
do conform to those of any adjoining map or plat theretofore 
recorded ; and are so named that no name previously in use in 
the same city or village shall be made use of except in con- 
tinuing a street or alley; and further, that the land included 
in said map or plat is suitable for platting purposes, and that 
said map or plat conforms to the requirements of this act, 
the said board shall endorse its approval thereon by the signa- when board 
tures of a majority of said boanl, but shall otherwise reject JJ^UtS" 
the same. And if the map or plat is not approved, and re- tIp 
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jected for not being in conformity witli the requirements of 
this act, said board shall notify, in writing, within five days, 
the proprietor or proprietors, or their ageuts, of such rejection 
or non-approva), giving its reasong therefor. The judge of 
probate and county clerk shall act as chairman and secretary' 
respectively of said board, and whenever a map or plat has 
been delivered at the oEfice of the county clerk, it shall be his 
duty, forthwith, to call a meeting of said board, to be held 
within ten days thereafter, for the purpose of disposing of 
such map or plat. The compensation of said board shall be 
fixed by the board of supervisors of the county and paid from 
the general fund of said county. In counties having boards 
of county auditors, such boards of county auditors shall ex- 
ercise similar powers to those herein conferred upon the board 
composed of the probate judge, the county clerk and the 
county treasurer. For the purpose of such approval by the 
Auditor General and recording with the register of deeds, the 
proprietor or proprietors shall cause to be made by a civil en- 
gineer, surveyor or other competent person, on "the same scale 
and on paper of the same size and quality as that on which 
the map or plat is required to be made, an exact copy of said 
map or plat with detailed description or descriptions, signa- 
tures, witnesses, acknowledgment and certiflcaite of county 
treasurer, or the county and city treasurer as the case may 
require; and it shall be the duty of the proprietor or proprie- 
tors to cause said map op plat to be forwarded to ithe Auditor 
General for his approval, together with said copy thereof, 
and to deposit with the Aoditor General a fee of four dollars 
for approving, filing and recording said map or plat. It shall 
be the duty of the Auditor General of the State to approve 
said map or plat when same shall conform in his opinion to 
the requirements of this act, and pay over three dollars of 
said sum to the State Treasurer to be credited to the general 
fund and to forward the remaining sum of one dollar to the 
register of deeds as the registration fee as hereinafter pro- 
vided. In case such map or plat is approved by the Auditor 
General of the State he shall immediately forward said map 
or plat, approved, with certificate and date of approval in- 
scribed thereon, to the register of deeds in the proper county, 
and shall pay over to said register of deeds the one dollar fee 
herein provided for at such time when said register of deeds 
shall have furnished the Auditor General of the State a 
proper certificate of recording said map or plat. In case said 
map or plat is not approved by the Auditor General the sum 
of one dollar herein specified as registration fee shall be re- 
turned to the proprietor or proprietors of said map or plat; 
but in no case shall the three dollars which has been turned 
into the State treasury and credited to the general fund be 
returned. If for any reason the Auditor General of the State 
does not approve the said map or plat, he shall notify in writ- 
ing the proprietor or proprietors, or their agents, and give his 
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reason Iberefor. It shall be the duty of the Auditor GeDeral Duiyot 
of the State to compare the copy of said map or plat with the J^SiJ. 
map or plat, and transcribe on said copy a certificate of the 
recording of said map or plat forwarded by the rejtister of 
deeds in the county where said map or plat is recorded, and 
inscribe on said copy of said map or plat a certificate of the 
Auditor General of the Slate, giving- the date of filing of said 
copy and that the same is a tnie copy of the said map or plat 
forwarded to the register of deeds for recording : Prarided.

a certificate inscribed thereon that the said copy is a true and 
exact copy of the said map or plat forwarded to the register 
of deeds for record, and that there is also a true copy of said 
map or plat on file in the oBBce of the Auditor General of the 
State as provided by this act: Provided further, That all *''"r^ 
plats hereafter made in this State Including plats of laud piau hei«- 
owned or controlled by summer resort associations, and gn ^t«f "i**'*' 
other plats made by any other person, association or corpora- 
tion shall be approved, filed and recorded in the manner pro- 
vided in this section. The Auditor General shall keep an in- index,

The register shall certify on such map or plat the time when 
it was recorded as aforesaid, with reference to the book or 
page where recorded. He shall note on the record the time i"*''^ *>'■"«" 
when made, and shall keep a separate index of maps or plats, 
in which he shall enter alphabetically the name of every tomi, 
city, village or addition, the map or plat of which shall he re- 
corded, by him. with a reference to the bmik and .page where 
the same fhall be recorded. Tlie register of denls, after re- 
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cording said map or plat as herein provided, and before he 
shall be entitled to the one dollar registration fee to be for- 
warded by the Auditor General of the State as herein pro- 
vided, shall cause to be furnished tbe Auditor General of the 
State a proper certificate of the recording of said map or plat 
upon such blanit fonn which may be forwarded by the Auditor 
General of the State. The map or plat, with the certificate 
of record endoi'sed thereon, the record thereof made as afore- 
said, or a properly certified transcript of sucb record, shall be 
received in all courts in this State as prima facie evidence of 
the making and recording of such map or plat in conformity 
with the provisions of this act, and the copy of such recorded 
map or plat filed or in the Auditor General's office, or a 
properly certified transcript thereof, shall be received in all 
courts of the State as prima facie evidence of the above mat- 
tera, and also the filing of said copy in the Auditor General's 
office. If any person or persons shall sell and convey any lot 
or lota within any such town, city, village or addition, by 
reference to such plat before the map or plat thereof shall be 
recorded and the copy of the record thereof filed as aforesaid, 
he or they shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars for each 
lot so sold. For all sen-ices by this act required to be per- 
formed by a register of deeds in respect to any such map or 
plat brought into hia office, for reconl, the said register shall 
be entitled to receive the sum of one dollar, which shall be 
paid as herein provided : Provided, That in ail cases where 
the proprietor or proprietors of any piece or pieces of land 
shall have caused the same to be laid out and platted as a city, 
town, village, or as an addition to a city, town, or village, or 
where tbe proprietors have caused such city, town or village 
lots to be deeded by metes and bounds and courses and have 
failed or neglected to have a plat thereof made and recorded 
as provided by this act, the supervisor or assessor of the town- 
ship, city or village in which such land is situated shall, when 
authorized by the township board of such township or by the 
common council or the board of trustees of such city or vil- 
lage, cause a map or plat of said city, town, village or ad- 
dition to be made under bis hand and seal, properly acknowl- 
edged by him and in every way following the provisions of 
this act, except as to the certificates of the county and city 
treasurer relating to tax titles and tax lieus as provided by 
this act, and showing by reference to this act the authority 
for the sanie. Such plat or map when recorded and filed as 
herein provided by this act, shall be treated in respect to the 
assessment, collection and i-etum of taxes and the sale of said 
lands for delinquent taxes, as if the same had been made by 
the proprietor or proprietors: Provided, That such proceed- 
ings shall not interfere with vested rights: Provided further. 
That the expense of making said plat or map, when done by 
tbe supervisor or assessor according to the provisions of this 
act. shall be paid by the township, city or village in which 
such plat is located.

figures. Permanent metal monuments of not less than one- MetaJ 
half inch in diameter and fifteen inches in length shall be lo- "" 
cated in the ground at all angles in the boundaries of the land 
platted, and at all the intei-sections of streets, intersections 
of alleys, or of streets and alleys, and at the intersections of 
streets and alleys with the boundaries of the plat, as shown 
on the map or plat, and when there are permanent objects in 
the vicinity of such monuments the bearings and distances of 
such objects shall be noted. The character of the monuments 
and the bearings and distances of such witness points or ob- 
jects shall be distinctly given in the most convenient manner 
on the plat. The surveyor or engineer making such plat shall Si^jS^**** 
certify that the plat is a correct one, and that the monuments 
described in it have been planted as therein described. The 
map so made and recorded in compliance with the provisions ConTeMnce 
of this act shall be deemed a sufficient conveyance to vest the pi^, 
fee of such parcels of land as may be herein designated for 
public uses in the city or villages within the incorporate 
limits of which the land platted is included, or if not included 
within the limits of any incorporated city or village, then in 
the township within the limits of which it is included in trust 
to and for the uses and purjioses therein designated, and for 
no other use or purpose whatever. 
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
